The old Phi Mu Delta house, a large 
brick building on College Street, has been 
completely renovated to adapt it to its 
new purposes. It has been refurn shed 
throughout with beds and other dorm- 
tory appointments, dining room and liv- 
ing room have been redecorated agd fur- 
nished, new kitchen appliances and equip 
ment designed for cooperative uses have 
been installed.

“LAMP OF EXPERIENCE” 
USED AS SUBJECT 


Pres. Guy W. Bailey, addressing 
members of the freshman class at 
official opening of the 145th year 
the University of Vermont took as his 
subject “The Lamp of Experience.”
